Mr. Dawson introduced the following bill; which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Government Operations 


A BILL 

To amend section 15 of the Administrative Expenses Act of 
1946, relating to contracts by the departments and estab- 
lishments of the Government for the services of experts 
and consultants. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 

2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 

3 That section 15 of the Administrative Expenses Act of 1946 

4 (60 Stat. 810; 5 U.S.O. 55a) , is amended to read as follows: 

5 “ (a) The head of any department may procure the 

6 services of experts or consultants or organizations thereof, 

7 including stenographic reporting services, as independent 
3 contractors. 

9 “ (b) No contract, except contracts for stenographic re- 
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1 porting services by organizations, shall be awarded under 

2 the authority of this subsection until it shall have been deter- 

3 mined in writing by the head of the department concerned, 

4 with the concurrence of the Director of the Bureau of the 

5 Budget in the case of management advisory, or management 

6 ' research, contracts proposed to be awarded by departments 

7 in the executive establishment, that — 

8 “ ( 1 ) the services are necessary ; 

9 “(2) the services cannot be performed by regular 

10 employees of the department concerned or by available 

11 employees of other departments; 

12 “(3) the organization or individual contractor to 

13 whom it is proposed to award the contract is qualified 

14 to perform the services ; 

15 “ (4) proposals were solicited from other qualified 

16 organizations or individuals, to the extent practicable, 

17 and the proposal to be accepted is the most advantageous 

18 to the United States, price and other factors considered; 

19 and 

20 “(5) the proposed contract rates and maximum cost 

21 are reasonable and comparable with those charged to 

22 other departments and nongovernmental clients. 

23 “(c) Amounts to be paid by the Government under 

24 contracts subject to this section shall be calculated upon a 

25 basis of payments to individuals not exceeding the amounts 
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authorized to be paid to Government employees to perform 
the same or similar work: Provided, That the head of a de- 
partment or agency may make provisions for exceptions to 
this limitation upon a written finding that such an exception 
is necessary to enable the Government to obtain the services 
it requires. Such exceptions shall be made under rules pre- 
scribed by the President, shall be reported promptly to each 
House of Congress, and shall not authorize payment for per- 
sonal services at a rate ' exceeding $100 per day. 

“(d) (1) To the extent practicable in the public in- 
terest, the President shall coordinate the policies and proce- 
dures of the respective departments in the executive branch 
under this section. 

“(2) The President for the executive branch, and the 
head of the department concerned with respect to the ap- 
propriate department hutside the executive branch, shall 
prescribe and issue, or provide for the formulation and issu- 
ance of regulations to carry out the purposes and govern 
the administration of this section: Provided, That authority 
and functions placed in heads of Departments by this section 
may be delegated only to officers appointed by the Presi- 
dent by and with the consent of the Senate.” 

Sec. 2. All other Acts, general or special, to the extent 
that they are inconsistent or in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed upon the effective date of this Act.
